* N Gredia, there was tamtime en 
thꝛonized vnder the cloth cf Cſtate 
a th ice Noble, fatre renowmes * 
molt adyzed King. by whoſe gracts * 
cus goutrument and pꝛ.ncely pꝛo⸗ 
tection, innoteut vertues had ſafe 
and ſorc harbo2 : the dd fo2 their 
Hg . wel ⸗derſeruings being aduanced 
* 2 Vd c the higheſt hons2, and the wick⸗ 
ed by lawfull and hono2abie pꝛoca dings, iuſtly cenſured. , 
foꝛ their offences. And although th's admirable patron of 
Vietp, did eſteemne it his greateſt.gloꝛie, to unploy his beſt 
indeauours, foꝛ the chiefeſt aduauncement of all mozrall 
vertues: vet he had moꝛe reſpectiue regard to maintaine 
the vigour of impart iall luſtice, within the limnuts of his 
kropall Dominions. Ss that he would neither be induced 
by ſdft harted pittie, to ſparc his deareſt Friends, noz in- 
cenſed by the paſſions ok fierte choler to be reuenged of his 
greateſt Foes, contrarie to the fozm of true Juſtice. oꝛ the 
the honorable courſe of Pꝛincely p2ocedings: In ſuch ſozt 
that the cies ofthe whole wozlde, with aſteniſhed amaze- 
ment gazed on him, and the mouthes of al men (like loud - 
ſounding Trumpets) filled euery coaſt and climate, with 
the ioptul noiſe of his en ln ; gracing thus ſole 
and

and matceleſle $Bonerch,with ſo great and farre⸗ſpꝛeading 


fitle of intomparable honoꝛ; thirttuigto rearehim vp, to 
tde higheſt ſeate of ropall mateſtie : that it was not ſucfi⸗ 
cient, to ſlacke the heate ok their inflained deſires, no; 
halfe enough to.wozke contentment to their kind aſteged 
mindes, towards this noble King, to call hum Patron, 
Champion o2 onelp darling of inflexible Juſtice: but they 
demed it moſt due to the dignitie of his deſerts, and con- 
ſonable ta the wozthines of his demeanure , ts impoſe on 
him, the name of Diuine Jultice her ſelfe: ſo renowned 
was his fame among farre-remoued #trangers ab2oad, 
and ſo highly was he reuerenced of his loyall Subieds at 
home. Yet the @Sunne-ſhinning happines of this farre- 

renowned Monarch was ſoinewhat ecitpſed, becauſe, that 

although the ſmiling heauens , had heaped on him glo2ie, 
ſfoze of riches, large Territoꝛies, and ſpatious Domini- 
ons, pet his ſolace in all theſe godly poſſeſſions , was ſo 
much the leſſe., and the diſcententment of his troubled 
thoughts ſo much the moꝛe: becauſe in the flower of his 
pouthfull yeares, Nature had denied him: and that nows 


in the fruitleſs winterofhis gray-headed age 10 was paſt 


all hope to haue any noble Bonnes: who (after hee had 
concluded his happy life with a bleſſed death) might ſit vp⸗ 
pon his pzincely Thꝛone, weare the golden Diadeame, 
and ſway his royall Scepter: who receauing the true 
ſtampe of rare vertues, might by their owne app2wueable 
deſignements , and of the happte race of their ſucceeding 
P2ogente , fkillrefreſh the wozthy inemozie of their hons- 
rable deceafſed Father. 

But although this famous Bing, was not boꝛne vndcr. 
\ ohapptea ſtarre, as to be an aged fatherof any Sonnes: 
no2 the wombe of his chaſt-eſpouſed Nucne ſo fertile, as 
to be a ioyfull mother of many childzen:yet in the Autumn 
of their ſhoztning daies , their feble ſpirits were chiere⸗ 
fully rented, their di trages though as ors calmed, £

their reſolute hope of a Noble ofſpꝛing ſecured, by the hap⸗ 
pie birth ofone, and their onely Daughter. Whom the di⸗ 
unuine Graces had lo glo2zioufly adoꝛned, with ſuch excellent 
be autie of bodie, and ſuch exceeding admirable qualities 
of minde, that they might well be deemed fo haue emptied 
their rich⸗ſtoꝛed treaſurte , of their fairef and rareſt iew- 
eils, to beſtowe them on this gracious Lady, foz her 
Peincely dower, whoſe freſh and amiable checkesl, Na- 
ture had ſo deepely died with her pureſt” and choiſeft co⸗ 
lours: that their eie-pleaſing tincture, farre-ſurpaſſed the 
faireſt Damaſke-roſe,and much ercelled the whiteſf grow 
ing Lilly, and ſo curioufly compacted the whole frame of 
her refined ſubſtance, that if Apelles (that nature⸗like re⸗ 
ſembling Limner) had beene taſked to haue dꝛawne her 
counterfeit, her two bꝛight- burning Lampes, would haus 
ſo dazled his quicke-ſ&ing ſences, that quite diſpairing to 
expꝛeſſe with his cunning penſill fo admirable a wozke orf 
Nature, he had bene inlozced fo haue ſtaid his hand, and 
left this carthly Venus vnfinithed. | 
Now becauſe this Diamond of great pꝛice, thor uld bee. 
inſtalled in the ropall Th:one (after the halfe houre ot 
her aged Fathers daies was ended) manp mightie Pain⸗ 
ces and puiſſant Pofentates, attempted to gaine her gra⸗ 
, ious fauour, lending her magnificent pꝛoſents of molt 
pꝛetious Genunes, and rareſt iewells, inchaſed with RKn- 
bies, rich Saphires , and ſhinning Carbunckles, everie 
one bending the vigoꝛ of all his foꝛces, to be mated in ſpot- 
leſſe bands of honozable Marriage, with ſo lonely and ſo 
welbeloned a Ladie. Foz although, the luckie ſtarres had 
not ſo cleerely chined, at the birth of this [werte Pꝛinceſle, 
as by their ſmiling influence to foꝛtunate her to be the on- 
ly danghter of ſo Noble and famous a Site, and ſole heire 
offuch ropall Dominions, ſumptucus Pailaces , and 
ſpatious poſſeſſions : pet the naturall attractiue oznas 
ments of her vnbozrowed beantie , were ſo graccfull 


tothe'eies of her aſtoniſh ed behelders , and __—__ 
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of this little wozld of natures faire wo:manthip, ſo comely 
and cunningly compacted, conſozted with ſuch rare and 
woꝛthy qualities of wiſe diſcreſion, and matdenlie demea⸗ 
nure, that ſhe might well haue bene a happy.4B2ide,to the 
woaldes greateſt Ponarche, and wozthily ſeated with 
Ladies of moſt eſpeciall marke, and chiefeſt honoꝛ. 

So that the ercellent parts of her faire compoſed bodie, 


and the hopefull inclinations of her vertuoullie⸗diſpoſed 


minde: ſo fired the affections of her tender-harted father 
fowards her, that his loue could not bee contained within 
the lunits of any meane , noꝛ his plea ure hee take in her 
pꝛeſente, latiſied with any meaſure , ſo that being loth to 
fo:goe a gemme, of ſuch woꝛthy pꝛice, and to want the co2- 
diall coinfoꝛt, which hee receiued by the daily ſight , of his 
onely ; Daughter: hee made a hopelelle refuſall to eſpouſe 
her to any of thoſe noble Strangers. 

Neither within the large circuite of all Grecia, was 
there any Lo2d of the blod-royall, of ſuch noble Paren⸗ 
tage 02 renowned deſcent : but that her father Studious 
ofthe aduancement of her far⸗ſpꝛeading glozte , thought it 
would bee much to the impeachment of his honoz, and tg 
the woꝛthines of her deſert, if he ſhould vnite her im hono- 
rable Marriage to any one of them within the bounds of 
his owne Dominions. Now in the day and nightly tra⸗ 
uaiie of reſtleſſe and neuer leping time, this Uenus-like 
Ladie grew to the ripenes of pertea age: and as the Pap⸗ 
tide of her faire-budding youthfulneſſe increaſed , ſo the 
eies of her wondering beholders were with much moze 


delight ſtil gazing e fired vpon her. That many of the bza- 


ueſt courtly Gallants, fired with the bꝛight beames of her 
hart-inflaming beautie , findivg no phiſicke, to coole the 
txtreame heate of their Cupidian feauer , and conſyming 


without hope of cure, found no eaſe fo their amoꝛous dil- 
eaſe, vntyll death ſfoped the paſſage of thoſe deadly paſſi- 


ons, 90 that the TROY diſattired oftheſe graceing oꝛna⸗

ments, was greatly diſgraced, and the glozie of the uings 
ropaltie, not a little diminiſhed: who founding the depth 
of this languiſhing ſickenes, which ceazed ſo violentlie on 
his chieleſt Courtiers , parching the faireſt flowers of all 
Greets with ſuch vnkindly heate, thought by ſtopping the 
oꝛiginall ſource of this deadly-wounding cauſe, to top the 
violent ſtreames of that lamentable effec. 
Fo2 men in ealder time did with lelle harme viewe the 
ſnakie-head of monſterous Mcduta , then the quickeſt-⸗ 
ſighted-louer, could behold the beames of the reflecting re | 
gards of bꝛight⸗ſhinning Bellora. Foꝛ the one, metamoz2- ; 
phoſed from ſenſible creatures, into ſenceleſſe ſtones, were 
quite freed from the ſence of toꝛmenting paines, and foz e- | 
uer ſuddenly ſecured from the fierce aſſaults of cureles 
panaes : but the other, martyred with the burning fits ok. 
| louss pining conſumption, finding no reſtozatiue medi⸗ 
eine to cure their langaiching maladie, lived a dying life, 
much moꝛe doloꝛous then any ſuddaine death. | 
Wherefoze the King pꝛouident to p2ocure the god, and 
vigilant to pꝛeuent the hurt, of ſuch intemperate and paſ- 
ſionate Louers, commaunded his Daughter to be pziuily | 
tonueied from his Pzincely pallace , to make het ſolitarie 
aboad in a homely cottage, in a place diſtant from the pal - 
ſage of the people, and farre vnfite to containe ſs gallant a 
Ladie: well perceauing that her pearcing lookes, had mar · 
tired many harts, and that Cupid lay ſhꝛowded in her gol 
den locks, with his ſharpe arrowes to wound their bꝛeſts, 
that durſt aduenture to gaze on her face, Foz the Ring was 
reſolued, that when the eies of his youthfull-courtiers, 
were not dazled with her bzightnes, they would ſee the 
clearer to marſhall their diſo2dered affections , and by her 
abſence, learne the better to cole the heate of their amo 
rous paſſions But the follie of many fathers is great, and 
their flugiſh imp2onidence woꝛthyot great blame, to de- 
taine their ripe aged Uirgine daughters, from nuptiall

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rights when as timely oppoztunicie doth induce fhem,and | 
neceſſitte of nature doth compcll them. Foz if they thinke | 
it not good to make haſt in a matter of ſuch weight, and 
while they take leaſure , their daughters growe wanton, | |} 
they ſhal find, they will not long want one to be their loue⸗ 
mate, ⁊᷑ that although they marre all, they will make their 
owne market. Foz as hut maketk walt , fo fond delay in | 
Marriage breedeth great danger: as it ſhall appeare moꝛe 1 
cleere then the None thinning ught in a fatre Sommers | 
dap, by the Tragicall⸗downe fall of high ſeated Bello. 
Befoꝛe this faire Ladie (whoſe beauties fame could not be 
impꝛiſoned within any high-tow2e-wals) was ſo tloſelp 
mured vp, by the ſtric commande of the Uing her kather, | 
ſhe had ſo inflamed the ardent deſires, and ſo captinateo 5 | 
\ wi!s vnto her of two Noble and gallant Anights who ons 
ly liued of her loue ſlaine⸗louers that they vowed in their 
harts to doe her truc loue , till the finall date ol their lateſt 
dates, yea to make a voluntarie ſacrifice! of their deerelt 
liues, to gaine the leaſt fauour of her deſired loue. 

Theſe two b2aue nights, and true-deuoted louers, 
were ſo falt tied together, with the bands ofhart-knitting 
ainitie,that they had both vollantarilp pꝛoteſted in words, 
and long time duly obſerned in deeds , the ſacred lawes of 
mutuall ſocietie betwcene them: pet were they lo ſccret in 
their loues ſecret, that although they were both taken in p 
ſame Net, and like (Salimanders) liued together in loues 
conſuming fire, vet they both ſo tloſely ſmothered y flame 
of their burning harts, that not a little ſparkle, of the ſixie 
paſſions of the one, could once bzeake out to the open ſight 
and view of the other.

had nowe wꝛought her ts be ſubiect to his will, whom ſo

On the ofher nde Fidelio, gaue his negatiue voice and 
E. croſſed 
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croſſed her earneſt pꝛoteſtations, with his vehement ten⸗ 


tradigions, often caſting vp his eie, and likcing vp his 


handes, towards the Heauens, calling them to witheg, 
how that his bewitthing charmes, dio neuer ceaſe to en⸗ 
fozce her, no2 his mozneful! petitions to ſolicite her, ſo that 
by the one ſhee could not, and fo2 the other ſhee would not, 
denie to ſatiſſis his dere. But when the King, had relati- 
on of their pꝛoctedings, and howe theſe hart-vnited Lo- 
uers , were not diſpoſed fo2 all their gentle intreatie to re- 
ueale the truth: he was ſo much the moze incenſed againſt 
them, and commaunded them to be put to extreamitie of 
fozture, thinking thereby to p2eſſe them to diſcloſe that by 
fozce, which they would not doe fo2 favour. 

And although their toꝛments were ſo great, and the 
fozture ſs grieuious, that the very panges of inſtant death. 
would haue beene farre moze gentle, and tollerable: pet 
both of them did moze patientlie abide his owne ſenſible 
ſufferings, then either of them could indure to ſ& d paines 
and tozments ofthe other. And by howe mach the moze 


their fozture was increaſed , by ſo much the moze each of 


them erclaimed : J am guiltie alone, lot mee ſuffer death 


nowe: when the Ring had tertaine intelligence, that con- 


ſtraint was to weake an Engin to-w2eſt out the faſt-gom- 
bined ſecret , of their lawleſſe loue, hee called a connſgll of 
the wiſeſt, and graueſt Doctoꝛs within the bounds of his 


Dominions, willing them to aduiſe him, what expedient 


and readie courſe might bee taken in ſuch a doubtful 
caſe. 

Co whom they all anſwered , that in their — 
and opinion, there was ſmall oꝛ no ditterence, and inequa- 
litie in the offences at two} oners;,) and that as they bad: 
affected one another with the like loue ; : ſo alſo they had a 
like effected the deſire of their lone , and that as their miſ⸗ 
derdes conſpired together in one , ſo the verdict of truth 
might well conuince them, to ſaffer puniſhment * 
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But when they perceaued, by his frowningcounfenan:?, 
that his minds was not well contented, one of the grauct: 
among them ſpake vnto his Maieſtie, in moſt ſubmille and 
reuerent manner,ſaying : it was a thing wellknowne vn- 
to his Grace, that by the auncient, and inuislable lawe of 
their renowned Countrie it was oꝛdained e enacted, | that 
in this caſe the pʒincipal authoꝛ, by whoſe alluring perſwa- 
ſions, the other had biene miſled to follie , ſhould bee ton⸗ 
demned to abide the paines of death and the leaſt offender 
to induce perpetuall czileinent : but becauſe in the caſe of 
Fidelio and Bellota, they were not able fo decipher; the dif- 
ferrente betweene their offences he could aduiſe ofone on- 
lie remedie, if his gracious liking would applaude to maks 
triall of it. | 

Which was, that his Maieltic ſhould tauſe ſuch a com- 
pitent number of men and women to bee aſſembled, as 
might be thought mate, and to elect one of each ſer, to ar- 
gue by a ſolemne diſputation, whether man to woman, oz 
woman to man, offereth greateſt occaſions of inducemets 
to lewdncſſe and follie, and if woman had the wozſt , and 
- loſt the day, that then hid daughter Be:lora ſhould die: but 
if it were apparant that men were moſt faultie, in matters 
ok ſuch condition, that then ſentence and ſpecdie execution 
of death, ſhould paſſe againft Fa fo this motion all the 
reſt of his aſfoctates, with their free ſuffrages aſſented and 
determined, that in a caſe of ſuch incomb2ance, there was 
no way moze readie. to remoue ſcrupulous doubt,noz any 
meane moze apt, to diſpell the obſcurities of ſuppzelſed 
truth. 

At the came inſtant time , the Bing appdinted therk fo 
be Judges and Poderafo2s ofthis diſputable controuer- 
ie But they ſubmiſſively pꝛoſtratimʒ themſelues, deſired 
his gracious pardon, humblie intreating him, not ts im- 
poſe them any ſuch charge, alleadging they were all toge⸗ 
ther vnapt, and diſable = decide any qu eſfion of loue, ha-

their Countrislawes. And they aduiſed his Maiettie that 


demeane her (clfein thoſe light affaires with fuch a modeſt

he would ſend his Heralds into the confinas of ſome other 
Nations,fo divnlgate the ſolemaitie of this decreed diſpu⸗ 
tation, to incite ſome Knight trained vp in amoꝛraus bat- 
tells, and well ſchoolled in the pzecepts of Ouids art, that 
great Paifter of lone, (like a toute Champion) to patro- 
nage —— cauſe of men: and on the other ſide to inſtigate 
ſame Ladie qualified with the like ſkill, and pꝛadized in 
centrouerfies of the ſame condition, to mannage þ defence 
of her female ſere, and to reſilt the foꝛtes of her contrarie 
de, induced therennto by pꝛamiſe of an honozablere- 

d, anda thirſtie deſire to be enrowledin the boke ol e- 
uerlaſting Fame. And that it would pleaſe his Grace, that 
this decree might be regiſtred in the rowles of Recoꝛd, and 
teduced into the fozme of lawe , in wy cauſes and cas 
ſes foꝛ euer to be obſerued. 
This avduertifinent and counſell highly contented, and 


gaue a pleaſing realiſh to the Kings humoz : ſo that with⸗ 


out any long paufing delay, he gave ſperdie oder, that di⸗ 
ligent inquiſition might be made fo2 two ſuch loue-hardie | 
Champions, as durſt aduenture to enter the Liſts to tris 
out this amatoꝛious Combate. Now in thoſe daies, there 
was a noble Ladie, and gallant Gentlewoman in p Spa- 
niſh Court, wittie, quick-conceited, and fo2 commendable 
qualities ſo gractous, that ſhee could bee ſeconded of none, 
che did ſo far ſurpaſſe them all: fo that this glozious Ladie, 


. © richly decked with Natures choiſeſf Jewells, was greatly 


affeged and often courted, by many of great note and ho- 
no2, who by their loue fauours ſought to woe her, and by 
ceaſeleſſe impoꝛtunitie fo winne her. Pet ſhee did alwaies

This Gentlewoman (who by her long pzactize was 
wonderfull (kilfullin loues-logicke, — * to ſpis 
out any fallacian, in that faire-ſpeaking Art) mas named 
Morania. There was alſo within the circuit ot the Spaniſh 
Region, a certaine effeminate Kinight called Agamio: who 
rather delighting to wzite quaint deuiſes to courtlie La- 
dies, with his idle pen, then in open Field, to encounter 
his Foe, with his warlikeLaunce : became with often ex- 
erciſe very ingenious in that ſkill, epzoued a maruetlous 
Pzoficient, ip the art of lone, and was ſo ſharp-ſighted,to 
diſcrie theſubtile-cloſscontrined pzactizes of women-kind,, 
and fo crofſe their wittie ſhifts , that toꝛ his dexteritis in 
thoſe qualities, hes was no where to bee equaled . This 
Knight Agamio and Padame Morania, wers both by ho- 
nozable Meſſengers, ſent from the King of Grecia, kindly 
. andearneftlyſolicited- to repaire into his Realmeto des 
tide the fozmer recited queſtion. Who loath ta gainfay the 
earneft ſuite ofſo renowned,andſuch a gractous King, vns 
derfoke the Woyage to ſatiſſie his will. Although if was a 
wozks moze tedious , and full of toile , tepourchaſe this 
kindnes at theivhands, then may well be bttered. Nowe 
when theſe bzane Gallants, e Louslogician Combarants, 
were ſone and ſafelie arrived: they were both honszablie 
receined; and ropallie entertained. | 
But aboue all the reſt, the Quene amoſt penfine o/ 
ther, ouer whelmed with a ſea of ſo:rowe , fo2 the ſhipe- 
w2acke of her fozlozne daughter, had moze inward and 
carefull regard ts manifeſt infallible arguments of her 
tender⸗harted minde, and to doe all the rareſt fausurs, and 
greateſt honozs, ſhe might perfozme towards Moramia. Do 
that the largenes of her immeaſurable bounty toward this 
Ladie,. did well deſerus foz it ſelfe , to bee reco2dsd in the 
ehecke-rowle of perpetuall memszie, Foz the ſozrowefull

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Qucene, longedafter nothing moꝛe then to bꝛeꝛrd a pleaſing 
content, and to beget a god liking in the minde of ora 
nua, that ſo ſhe might be animated, moꝛe affecionatelp and 
effecuallie , to pꝛoſecute the cauſs , and tender the caſe of 
her wofull daughter to whom (with ſhowres of teares 
falling from her eies, and ſozrowfull ſighes riſing from her 
fainfing hart, ſhe often commendsd, an extraoꝛdinarie rei- 
pect ot her owne and only childe , and a feeling compaſſion 
of her motherly perturbations , Whoſe diſturbed (ences 
and diſtempered paſſions, Morania began to calme, and ſe⸗ 
cure with this cheerefull anſwere. 

Pour Grace Madame, may confidentlie be allured ot 
my ſingular care and fidelity, and vou might well haue 
ſpared pour perſwaſtue intreatie, fozit is needles, to blow 
the bellowes to kindle the coales , when the fire bꝛeaketh 
out into a flame, and to plie the Dares when wind ex tide 

dꝛiueth the vellell. Pour Paieſtie may well be perſwaded, 
that care of my honoz, and maintenance of my fozmer cre- 
dits are motiues ſoꝛcible enough fo dꝛawe nie to ſpend the 
pith of all my ſences in a cauſe of ſuch dependance. And if 
the bitter paſſions, and imminent danger of Bellora, were 
to weake to mone me to pittie her: (but what eie is ſo dzy 
that would not be moiſt ned to ſee her, and what hart ol ſo

o2 dare oppoſe to harme and hurt vs? With theſe and ma- 
ny other reſtoꝛatiues ſ en » which Ladie Moranis, with 
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great grace and comelie gefture , had cherecully p:onoun- 
ted the dead ſpirits of the heauie harted Qutene were 


greatly reuiued, and her doubtfull hope far moze (ucely ſe- 

cured. 
The king fo2 bis parf, wag not backewardi in beltowing 
tokens of P2incely kindnes, and perfo2zming many deeds 
ok hono2 towards Agamo t but becauſe he would not, vn⸗ 
naile his actions to common view, and ſo bewzay iealious 
ſuſpect , of affecting one ſide moꝛe then other: he did not in 
ſuch open manner gratulate 49:40, as the Qutene did 
Morania But many wozthy and renowned knights (which 
in great tropes were aſſembled to bee attentiue Auditoꝛs : 
at this newe and famous -diſputation) with great pompe 
wozthily accepted,and bountifully feaſted Agamio: ſparing 
no toſt, that they might ſolate his minde, and leauing no⸗ 
thing vndone that might pꝛocure his delight, animating 
courrage ts defend the eauſe, by their ſerious woꝛds, and 
ſealed their affection towards him by their liberall gifts: 
ſaying that be, and they all knew well, that if men loſt the 
day, and women wonne the glozie, that their pzoud ambit: 
tious ſex would foz euer after, inſult ouer them, and ſo the 
inſolencts of women pꝛoue intollerable, and the ſlauexie of 
men inſuppoztable, To whom Agamo with his [math 
tongue and faire wozds retourned fo gratfullan.anſwere, 
that ther were all in generall highly pleaſed,and euery one 
in particular well contented. + - | 
So the Nucene with her honozable Ladies, frequented 
the companies of Mlorama, and the knights and other Gen 
tlemen eonſo2ted themſclues with A gamio :eucrie one 
perfo2ming the offices ofhumanitte , bountifully beſtow⸗ 
ing their kind kaugurs , apparant arguments of their af- 
fectton, toward the partie they eſpecially affeded. Nowe 
when the great daie was come, when thoſe Drato2s by 
their Kethozirall facultie, ſhould perfo2mle that in derde, 
which they had pꝛolelled in wozds, in the * 
(which 
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(wbich was beantified, with rich and coſtly hangings cu⸗ 
rionfly wꝛought, and ſet out with varieties of delightfall 
and eie fœding csllours) there was ereded a faire large 
Scaffold. And firlt the Judges tone their appointed place, 
ſelected by eſpeciall choiſe to heare and determine this 
confconerſte of ſuch weight and moment: who foz their 
vpright and equall expeditton in others matters commit- 
ted to their charge, were all men of fingular reputation: 
hauing euery one of them taken his ſacred and religious 
oath, that without any affection , 02 parcialitic to either 
partte , they ſhould giue indgment acco2ding to the true 
meaning oflawe, and mpartiall p20ceedings ot equal and 
hono2able Juſtice. | 
At the vpper part of the Wale „the Kings Pateſfie 
was ropallie ſeated in the midft of his Nobilitie , Lo2ds, 
and wo2thy Gentlemen. And not farre of ſat the Nueens 
attended vppon with her Ladies of honoz , and many 8- 
ther noble Gentlewomen of her p2incely traine. Laſtly at 
the lower end of the Scaffold was placed Ladie Morania, 
and cloſe by her ſide penſiue Bellora, and not farre diſfant 
from them ſat Agamio, with his ſad client Fidelio.
